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Getting away with murder 


The shooting of Sean” 
Bell says a lot about 


our justice system

On Nov 
25, 2006, the 
day of his wed- 
ding, Sean Bell 
was shot and 
killed outside 
of a Jamaica, 
Queens 
club. Police 
Officers 
Michael Oliver, Marc Cooper and 
Gescard Isnora fired 50 bullets at 
Bell and his friends Trent Benefield 
and Joseph Guzman who were sitting 
in their car outside the club. 

The details regarding the shoot- 
ing aren’t clear as the story obvious- 
ly changes because of the different 
perspectives. According to Benefield 
and Guzman the shooters hadn’t 
identified themselves as the policee 
opened fire wildly. On the other 
hand, the officers say that Bell got 
into an argument in the club and went 
outside to retrieve his gun. That’s 
when they followed him and he tried 
to hit them with his car, prompting 
them to open fire. 

What really bothers me is that, in 
reality, the cops never identified 


themselves and that they shot the car 


strip. 


50 times. How is that type of exces- 
sive force justified? I understand that 
the officers reacted quickly and were 
scared, but it’s one thing to let off a 
few warning shots. Keep in mind 
that Oliver alone fired 31 shots, near- 
ly two 9mm magazines. After search- 
ing Bell’s car, no gun was found and 
ballistics showed that the only bullets 
fired were the ones fired by the 
police. So Oliver really had no logi- 
cal, justifiable reason to shoot let 
alone empty two clips. 

Oliver, Isnora and Cooper were 
all indicted by a grand jury on March 
16, 2007 and three days later pleaded 
not guilty to charges of manslaughter 
and reckless endangerment. Oliver 
and Isnora were facing up to 25 years 
in state prison while Cooper was just 
going to be charged for a misde- 
meanor. They all would lose their 
jobs and pensions if convicted. 

Fast forward to April 25, 2008; 
the officers were acquitted of all 
charges. I wasn’t surprised by the 
verdict, to be honest, for a number of 
reasons. First off, New York has been 
known for going easy on cops 
involved in shootings. Governor 
Eliot Spitzer decided that a special 
prosecutor wasn’t necessary and 
Justice Arthur J. Cooperman, rather 
than a jury, decided the ruling. 
Benefield and Guzman’s rap sheets 
were also taken into consideration 
regarding the ruling, despite that they 
weren’t the shooters. 

Something that did surprise me 
however, was how subdued the city 


felt after the trial. Extra police were 
even on hand in case of riots breaking 
out. Perhaps the lack of anger in the 
inner city didn’t come out of apathy, 
but hopelessness and disappoint- 
ment. Al Sharpton has talked about 
protests and shutting down the city, 
but no date or details have been set. 

The city has seen similar crimes 
and they usually have the same end 
result. Then again one expects more 
attention to paid to these things. The 
Rudy Giuliani era is over in New 
York; cops shouldn’t be getting away 
with murder anymore. I guess the 
city has learned that protests fall on 
deaf ears when it comes to public 
officials. I was expecting more from 
Michael Bloomberg, especially after 
he had stated: “it sounds to me like 
excessive force was used” and called 
the shooting “unacceptable.” 

Since two of the cops were black 
racism isn’t a likely issue, but in 
inner city neighborhoods like the one 
where the shooting happened it 
minority youths are more likely to be 
under police scrutiny. 

This brings back memories of the 
1999 shooting of Amadou Diallo, a 
west African immigrant who was 
shot 41 times. The reason the cops 
gave for their actions was that they 
believed Diallo was reaching for a 
gun when he really was grabbing his 
wallet to identify himself. Of course 
the cops were acquitted of all 
charges, so nobody should really be 
taken back by the verdict in the Bell 
trial.

U.S. poverty levels 
being questioned 


BILOXI,  Miss.- 
poverty is measured in the 
United States is too outdated to 
be accurate, said a national chil- 
dren's research group, suggest- 
ing the number of disadvan- 
taged Americans is underesti- 
mated. 

The original measurement 
was established in the 1960s, 
based on a calculation that fam- 
ilies spent one-third of their 
incomes on food. This value 
was multiplied by three, and 
became the federal poverty 
level, said the group. But over 
the years, other costs have crept 
up, including transportation, 
health care, housing and child 
care. The group said food now 
represents one-seventh of total 
income.

“We have become accustomed to 
identifying the obstacles and challenges 
that lay in our way,” said Johnedis, “‘and 
in doing so we limit the realm in which 
we allow our dreams to flourish, and in 
effect hem ourselves in. We close down 
the space where dreams are born and our 
goals are set. This is the tragedy we face 
every day.” 

The title of the speech, “Why Not 
Harvard,” reflects the idea that Harvard 
is the symbol of the excellence and pres- 
tige in American education. So while the 
topic of speech was about not letting 
your dreams get cut down, it was also 
about the idea of working hard to trans- 
fer to a top tier school. 

Johnedis went on to connect the 
idea of institutional low self esteem with 
the action of transferring schools. His

belief is that to many students are held 
back not by their abilities but by the lim- 
its they put on themselves because of the 
supposed stigma associated with going 
to a community college. 

“Those of us who work at NECC 
often don't do enough to present stu- 
dents with options when it comes time 
to transfer,” said Johnedis. 

Johnedis acknowledged that trans- 
ferring to an Ivy League school would 
take a lot of work but encouraged stu- 
dents not to write it off without first try- 
ing. 

“All sins are forgiven at community 
college,” said Johnedis, “they exist to 
provide access to opportunity for those 
whose dreams have been discouraged, 
neglected, or denied.” 

At the conclusion of the speech 
Johnedis wrote down his personal cell 
phone number on the front board, prom-

This was a voice much like the one that 
Johnedis had first heard when he attend- 
ed community college.

Officials fear future 
measles outbreaks 


CHICAGO- Federal health 
officials warned Thursday that 
the U.S. could be on the verge 
of a major outbreak of measles, 
a viral disease that had been 
declared wiped out in this 
country in 2000. 

The official tally of measles 
cases between Jan. | and April 
25 totaled 64, the highest num- 
ber in six years, officials from 
the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention said. 

Another eight were report- 
ed earlier this week among 
members of a single family 
who attended a religious con- 
ference in Washington state, the 
CDC said. 

While the numbers seem 
small, two developments could 
set the stage for a major resur- 
gence in this country: an 
increase in the numbers of peo- 
ple choosing not to get vacci- 
nated and ongoing outbreaks of 

~the disease in Israel and 
Europe, CDC officials said.

Track teams sparkle 


The NECC track 
teams are red hot 


as of late

Although the 
team only has six members, three 
males and three females, they have 
been finishing toward the top at every 
meet. They have faced off with 
Division I, Il, III powerhouses, as well 


as National Champions and one ath-: 


lete who recently ran at the IAAF 

2008 World Indoor Championships. 
The three guys combined, have 

tallied up over 20 top-10 finishes, in 


‘only seven meets, along with two 


overall meet wins. Those two wins 
came from Triton Regional graduate, 
Shane Lee. Lee won the 100-meter 
title at the Corsair Classic at UMASS 
Dartmouth running a school record 
time, 11.33. 

His other, and more impressive, 
win came at the Brown Springtime 
Invitational back on April 27th. He 
won the 200-meter title in 22.75, 
breaking his own school record. That 
meet was filled with top NCAA divi- 
sion I schools such as Brown 
University, Boston College, 
Northeastern University, and Division 
II powerhouses UMASS Lowell and 
Stonehill College. 

He was elated with his victory at 
Brown saying, “I feel like the king of 
the-world” (with a laugh). Running 
against much better competition can 
be intimidating but Lee doesn't fear 
anyone on the track, “What division 
you're in doesn't matter, coach pre- 
pares us well and expects us to do well 
wherever we run.” 

It's also hard for the Northern 
Essex track team competing with 


_other'schools that have been running 


indoor track since October. NECC 
doesn't have indoor track so compet- 


ing right away is hard but as Lee has

proved, it's not impossible nor an 
excuse, “It's tough coming out and 
running against people who have been 
running for three or four more months 
than us, but we work really hard to 
catch up.” : 

On the women's side, Dracut 
Graduate, Sara Giannasca is quietly 
enjoying a great year as well. She has 
enjoyed six top 10 finishes, with her 
best race coming this weekend at the 
NJCAA Northeast District 
Championships this past weekend. 
Sara finished seventh in the 200 in a 
time of 27.71, breaking the old school 
record of Crystal Burgess. 

This has been the year for short 
sprinters. Head Coach Dawn Caputo 
was looking to improve the short 
sprints this year, “One of my goals 
was to improve our performance in 
the short sprints this year, because 
generally we have been successful in 
the longer sprints.” Succeeded they 
have. Lee has broken and re-broken 
the 100 and 200 records seven times 
this spring, including twice this week- 
end where he ran 11.08 in the 100 
meter finals, finishing fourth overall. 
Along with Giannasca's 100 record, it 
brings the grand total to eight broken 
records this spring. 

What Lee has done thus far this 
season is quite impressive, as he has 
had a two-year hiatus from track and 
field. Right out of high school Lee 
went to Rochester Tech Community 
College in Minnesota to play football. 
He is currently in his first semester at 
Northern Essex and plans to return 
next year. 

Giannasca also had a great per- 
formance in the 100, running 13.52 


and-moving up to ninth on NJCAA 
Division II performance list. “I've 
been trying to break the 200 record for 
a few weeks now, I just kept patient 
and it finally came, and I'm thrilled,” 
said Giannasca, with a grin that 
stretched from ear to ear. She also 
said, “Coach pushes us harder every 
week, and I'm looking to break the 
100 record next week at Nationals.” 

Girl's captain Stephanie Naffah 
also had a good weekend in the 200. 
She ran a personal best 30.63. Also 
running a personal best was freshman 
Ashley Woodward. Woodward ran a 
78.15 in the 400. Tyler “T-Money” 
Pagley also had a season best per- 
formance this weekend in the shot put. 
He threw the 16-pound ball 10.54 
meters; Pagley also threw the discus 
31.13 meters. 

The team really enjoys each 
other's company, “I've never felt clos- 
er or more part of a family than I do 
with these guys,” said Pagley. Naffah 
also added, “Were not a big team but 
we're like a family, and I'm going to 
miss everyone when I transfer.” Lee 
also enjoys the small team atmosphere 
saying, “I enjoy a smaller team 
because everyone is more flexible 
with the schedule.” 

The track teams finish off the sea- 
son in Delhi, New York for the 
NJCAA Division Ili Track and field 
National Championships this week- 
end. The National Meet takes place 
May 8th, 9th, and 10th. The team 
looks to finish the season on a high 
note, as Lee and Giannasca are both 
ranked in the top 10 in the 100-meter 
dash.

And you can bet LeBron James will 
make Celtics fans sweat even more 
than the Hawks did. "I don't know 
what message the rest of the league 
got," Garnett said. "But this is our 
home court, we're comfortable here, 
and this is how we play here. We don't 
play for anyone else but ourselves." 

But the Cavs don't have anyone as 
erratic as Marvin Williams, who took 
out Rajon Rondo on a breakaway 
layup as though he were playing safe- 
ty in the NFL, thus earning a flagrant- 
two and ejection less than three min- 
utes into the third quarter. 

A much more difficult series, 
against a far superior opponent, 
begins Tuesday in the same building. 
"When we play like that," Garnett said 
afterward, "it's pretty hard to beat us. 
The only question is consistency." 


Does this mean the Celtics are back? 
That they've awakened from their 
first-round slumber? Not necessarily. 
The inevitable discussion about 
whether Garnett can carry a team on 
his back through a tough playoff 
series has been postponed, though not 
squelched. 

The Celtics didn't even need 
Garnett Sunday, which is good 
because he claimed he didn't sleep at 
all the night before. (Rivers said he 
got 10 hours, courtesy of Ambien.) 
But they will need KG in the next 
round. If he doesn't deliver, the accu- 
sations that resurfaced after Garnett 
passed up so many shots in the fourth 
quarter of Game 6 will come back 
again. 

Rivers downplayed a pregame 
chat he had with Garnett, calling it 
"just checking in." The reality is, 
Garnett is going to have to do a lot 
more in the next round for the Celtics 
to get where they're trying to go. He 
better get some sleep.
